Pigeon Boosts Fifty Years Ago. 


Pigeon Roost, Scott county, Ind., re­ 
ceived its name from its being the night­ 
ly rendezvous of the passenger or wild 
pigeon. 
These pigeons usually selected 
Rome heavily wooded or elevated locali­ 
ty for their roosting, bordering on their 
feeding grounds, which might be sever­ 
al hundred miles in eitenj.. The pigeons 
usually commenced to arrive before sun­ 
set a n d continued in increasing 
num­ 
bers until after m i d n i g h t 
At daybreak 
the birds would begin to leavo the rooet, 
and on swift wing depart for their feed­ 
ing grounds, miles away, returning at 
night, as stated. 
It may safely be suid 
that these birds ranged the forests of 
Indiana 
from the Wabash to the Ohio, 
and extending far into Kentucky. 
So 
large were their roosts that they became 
localities of great interest. 
None was 
more famous than t h e one in Finley 
township, Scott county, Ind. ; henoe t h e 
n a m e of the settlement early established 
there—the 
Pigeon
